Police，however，Point to a SUT- 
Vey oOVer the period from Sept. 1 
to Oct. 15 that shows such rob- 
beries occur infrequently. In the 
900 armed robberies during that 
Period, only 23 victiimns were Chi- 
nese, and only three of these Were 
Chinese grOCers。 


Other Chinese Victimns included 
Proprietors of cleaning establish- 
ments and impdividuals robbed on 
the street，mainly in the China- 
town area- 

Police did meet Iast Week with 
comimunity leaders and attempted 
to assure them that departmental 
crime figures indicate that Chinese 
are not Overly victimized. 


At the same time，police _ are 
Planning an intensive Program of 
education among Chinese grocersS. 
Two Chinese officers, Adrian Lim 
and Fred Lau, have been assigned 
to the robbery detail for this spe-

He consulted with his wife， 
Gladys, and his children and they 
were al for it、But there were 
other considerations。 Hu's Dame 
had appeared on anti-Comrmunist 
lists in Previous years.。 He is 
known for his organizing work for 


the Chinatown New Year's parade 


and is closely associated with 
establishment poljliticians，particu- 
larly with U.S Senator Alan 
Cranston. Could any of these con- 
nections be held against him in 
the People's Republic of China? 
And he was an American citizen 
“first and foremost.”Just what 
Practical significance would this 
have for him in the light of the 
new relations between Washington 
and Peking? 

The attraction cf China over- 
came all apprehensions and Hu 
told the travel represenitative that 
he and his wife would go to 
Peking at the earliest opportunity， 


provided it was understood they 
went as American citizens. Hu had 
heard of a case Where someone 
from SF. Chinatown had been 
asked to sign a paper that read 
like dual citizenship before being 
allowed into the People's Repub- 
Hic，and HU wanted it made clear

A brief biographical history was 
asKed for by the travel representa- 
tive, and Jackson and Gladys Hu 
were asked to attend orientation 
meetings in San Erancisco. 上 rom 
the beginning of their trip to the 
end，the Hus were kept in the 
dark about everything but the im- 
mediate scheduling of their trip.

There are around 300 Chinese operating grOCeTY storeS 
in the city of San Francisco. . 工 KWo vears agO there Were 
nearly 500. Victims of robberies，beatings and murder. 
200 of them have given up. Today many others are on 
the market at a loss with no takers， 

These“mom and pop”grocers barely eke out a living， 
Only by putting in long hours do they manage to SUIVIVe 
in these days of supermarkets. But because they are little 
People”they do not get their share of protection. 

Their plights have iong been ignored by the public and 
the police. It was only after a recent wave of robberies， 
fourin a day, and two Killings within a Week that any 
meaningful action have been taken. 

The police department has announced a 50-man detail 
stakeouts in and around stores that are known IObbery 
targets. Two Chinese-American officers have been assigned 
to talk to Chinese grocers, a vital communication link which 
下 had been neglected. Also an emergency “hot 


ne”has 


een installed manned by Chinese personnel. 


These are positive moves that will:help protect the gro- 
cers who hope that these actions will not disappear with 
the passing weeks, like most PITeVvious efforts. 

The recent wave of deaths is nothing new. The Golden 
Gate Grocer's asSociation pointed out that five Chinese grO- 
cers Were killed in 1969. These do not include the hundreds 
that were beaten, stabbed and shot at while being robbed. 
This year, with a month and a half still to go, another five 
Chinese grocers have been murdered. 

The association hobes that these new protective actions 
will be permanent rather than token gestures to be Shelved 
a few weeks later and reactivated when another wave of 


killings oOccurs. 


The community could help by backing the Chinese gr0O- 
cers in their petition for a fair share in protection. Be- 
cause gfOcers arTe“jittle people”their cries of pain are not 
eard. But 二 enough people are behind them, their voices

GUIDELINES FOR 
DESEGREGATION OK"D 


A_list of working guidelines for 
effecting desegregation of the San 
Erancisco Unified School District's 
Secondary schools was approved 
by the Citizens Advisory Cormmit- 
tee at its most recent meeting. 

The guidelines were Prepared by 
the group's Subcommittee for 
Secondary School Desegregation 

Though not necessarily in the 
final form i which they will be 
Presented to the Board of Educa- 
tion，the guidelines do reflect the 
committee's thinking at this point 
in time. 

Because the Citizens Advisory 
Comimittee is currently undergoing 
a Process of reorganization with 
Dew_ members being added，the 
guidelines will be further reviewed 
by the committee so that its new 
members wjll have the opportuni 
ty to react to them . 

The working guidelines will 
SerVe as a framework for discus- 
sion by school and _ community 
groups so that they can assist in 
determining how the guidelines 
can be imnplemented most effec- 
tivejly. 

The guidelines，as approved, in- 
clude the following: 

1. Programs Imust be developed 
to foster integration as part of the 
educational and social process for 
tbe benefit of students，staff， and 
commtmnity. 

2. A phased-in timetable will be 
used for desegregation. Desegrega- 
tion will extend no further than 
the junior high school level for 
fall 1972 with the possibility of 
phasing in only one or two junior 
high grades. The period before fall 
1973 will be used to coordinate 
with ， Master Plan in developing 
the plan for senior high schools. 

3. Secondary school feeder pat- 
terns and attendance areas Deed 
not coincide with elementary 
Zones. The “extended community- 
Zzonal” concept for attendance 
should still prevail wherever pos- 
sible. (The committee also dis- 
cussed the idea that existing inte- 
grated schools might not be dis- 
rupted.) 

4. Adherence to state guidelines 
must be mandatory.。 

5. Iransportation should be pro- 
vided by school bus at least 
through junior high, as necessary. 

5. Secondary staff must be de- 
segregated including senior high 
by fall 1972.
